stitution of all its financial affairs, aud 
in the office of the .board in Madison, is 
kept a like elaborate auconnt with all ot 
the institutions; eo that it ha?, at all 
times, eiact information regarding every 
branch of expenditure, and can deter- 
mine at any moment whether the limits 
of tho appropriations are being observed. 
Since this system was fully inaugurated' 
that is since the appropriation year of 
1SS1-2, which had partly passed when 
tho board came into control, no deticion- 
oy hai occurred in tho appropriation for 
any institution, bnt in most cases there 
has been a surplus annually, ranging 
from a few hundreds up to thousands o[ 
dollars. 


This' summary oE tho present system 


of managing tho charitable and penal 
institutions of the state is made for tho 
better understanding of the subjoined 
flgnros.'of tho cost of their maintenance.

ID order to forestall any charge that 


tho saving has been made at the expense 
of the comfort of the inmatos of the in- 
stitutions, the board published, in ita last 
report, a table, compiled from public 
records, showing that in every ono the 
amount paid for subsistence under its 
management was in excess of that in 
former years, although prices paid there- 
for averaged considerably IOBB. 


Those facts are of interest to all citi- 


zens, and worthy of more prominence 
than they have received.

THE STATE 
INSTITUTIONS. 


The Evening Wisconsin publishes an 


nlttorial on the management of tho state 


ii.Kiitut.vii-1 win ;h will bo read with con- 
ciderttlile n:it-rust by all who desire to 
nnderbliu.il how tho six chorituble, re- 
formatory and penal institutions are 
managed, and tho cost of running them. 
The following ore the chief points of the 
article: The establishment of the board 
of supervision and the endowment of it 
with sneh extensive powers was a some- 
what novel scheme for tho control of 
state institutions, and grew out of a gen- 
eral demand for a closer supervision of 
their affairs than had previously pro- 
Nailed, und greater ecoaomy iu their ci- 
penditures. 


The board had, in a laige measure, to 


shape its own policy and methods, and, 
as in sneh cases, met with difficulties at 
tho outset, which it required time to I 
overcome. One general rule, however, 
as is learned from ita reports.it ostab- 
lisbtd 
for

steadily adhered to, thut it* f,o • 
; .ivor to 


reduso the expcusoH uf the iu*titntioDg 
without iu any \vny impairing 
their 


efUcii-DOy, In otbtr wordp, it hiia en- 
deavored to provide everything really 
needed fur tho enooe^flful prosecution of 
tbeir work, to keep the buildings m good 
repair, nui,rovo the cocditiou of the in- 
mates, and to do tliii with a It'ss expendi- 
ture per capita. It n.iw claims to have 
realized its purpose iu a 01 neiderablo 
measure; uud the oflioial figures fully 
bear oat the claim of a marked reduction 
in tlit» cost, while there is strong evidence 
that tho institutions aro generally in as 
good condition at least as ever and that | 
not a few radical improvements have beon 
made. 


Through constant personal inspection 


of the institutions by ih members either 
singly, or by committees, or in a body, 
the board acquires asourate knowledge 
ot their character and wants, sees where 
improvements can bo madoin them, where 
money can bo spent to their advaLtage.and 
whore it can bo saved without detri- 
ment to thorn.

The iiguros given inclnde all disburse- 


ments for current expenses of whatever 
nature, all decrease m value ot personal 
property, as ascertained by yearly inven- 
tories, and the salaries and expenses or 


the board, which ore charged up to the 
several institutions iu the ratio of their 
appropriations. The amount sot opposite 
tho state prison in the table does not 
roprestnt tho net cost o£ tho prison to 
tho state. 
If from that sura bo sub- 


tracted tho amount received for convict 
labor, which was S49,3SG.57,thero remains 
55,557.40, which is all that was paid 
from the state treasury for the mainte- 
nance of the prison 'or tho last fiscal 
year. 
That, institution, therefore, came

sustaining—the nearest approach it has 
over made to that point.

The foregoing table, on the whole, 


shows a downward tendency in cost, and 
about as low a rate as cuuld be eipected 
when the legal requirements and popular 
demands regarding fbe institutions are 
oonsidared. It is quite possible, however 
that some farther reduction m cost could 
be made without in any way impairing 
the rial usefulness of the institutions or 
reducing their present excellent standard; 
and tho board will doubless accomplish 
this if it can be done and public senti- 
ment will sustain it. 


That an intelligent uompsrison as to 


cost may be made between the new aad 
old system of governing the institutions- 
a table is appended, mado up from sta- 
tistics in the report of the State board ot 
chanties for tho year 187S, showing the 
average weekly per capita cost of tho in- 
stitutions prior to tho year 1873, and from 
tho report of tho board of supervision 
showing their average weekly cost lor 
the four years from 1S82 to 1SSC inclus- 
ive:

ary of $7,500 a year. A secretary, to bo ap- 
pointed by tho commission, Is to havo a 
salary of $3,500 a, year. 
Tho principal of- 


fice of tho commission Is to bo at Wosblng- 
ton, tvhei'O general sessions nro to bo hold, 
but special sessions may be held elsewhere, 
to suit tho public convenience, in which 
cose tho necessary expenses incurred are to 
be paid from the treasury, Tho first com- 
missioners appointed, shall hold office for 
tho term of two, three, four, five and six 
years respectively, the term o£ each to bo 
designated by tho president; their succes- 
sors, bowovor, to hold for six years oach. 
Not more than three of the flvo shall bo ap- 
pointed Crom tbo same political party. All 
persons holding stocks and bonds of 
any 


common carrier, or holding ofllcial relations 
to such corporations aro doclarad Ineligible 
lor appointment 
Tho commissioners must 


not engage in any other business. 


The cquizuiasion is given authority to In- 


quire into tbe business and management of 
all common carriers subject to tho pro- 
visions of tho bill, and to obtain full and 
complete Information aa to such business, 
may require tho attendance and testimony 
of witnesses and tho production of all books, 
papers, agreement:*, tariffs and documents 
relating to any matter under Investigation, 
and may to that end Involco tho aid of the 
United States courts.
